Purchase and Sale of Human 


Beings Prohibited. 


Washington. May ll,—The Chinese 
government by imperial rescript has 
abolished slavery throughout the em­ 
pire and has prohibited henceforth the 
purchase aud sale of human tndngH 
under any pretext. The retainers of 
Manc hu princes are not emancipated, 
however, hut It is forbidden to call 
them slaves. They have long enjoyed 
educational and other privileges. The 
household slaves of the Manchus are 
also refused emancipation, hut theit 
status under the law is Improved. 
Coder this rescript the immemorial 
practice ot selling children in China 
in times of famine is abolished, al 
though they may he hound for a spec I 
fled term, but never beyond the age of 
twenty-five years. 
Concubinage is still to be permitted, 
but there Is to be no bargain and sale. 
Hitch concubines are to he married 
with proper legal formalities, and they 
will enjoy the protection of the law 
but in reality they will he no better 
than perpetual slaves to the principal 
wife. 
The resc ript Is said to he a com­ 
promise measure, hut it will event 
uslly give freedom to millions of bu 
man beings.

Fear Young Lee. of Atlantic City, Has 
Been Kidnapped. 
Atlantic City, May ll. — Declaring 
that arrests would he made inside of 
twenty four hours. County Detective 
Balize] intimated that more than one 
man may have been implicated iii the 
kidnapping of fourteen-year-old Harry 
bee. who has been missing from his 
parents’ home in English Creek for 
more than a week. When last seen the 
l»oy was in the company of !>*wis Ans 
tin in this city. 
Baltzel refused to 
name the men under suspicion, hut 
said that they would probably only he 
held as witnesses. It is now believed 
that the boy may have been a victim 
of a plot to secure revenge on Albert 
bee, his father, and Detective Baitzel 
spent several hours quizzing the par­ 
ent to secure names of possible enc* 
lilies.

Republicans Present Solid Front on 
the Final Vote — Fourteen Demo­ 
crats Voted For the Bill. 


Washington. May l l .—The adminis­ 
tration railroad hill, amend***! in many 
important particulars, was passed by 
the house by a vote of 200 to 120. A 
final effort made to restore section 12. 
which proposed to legalize mergers, 
failed. The Republicans voted solidly 
for the hill. while fourteen Democrats 
also cast votes in the affirmative. 
The tariff agreement clause and the 
provision permitting railroads to pur 
chase 
the 
stock 
of 
noncompeting 
transportation 
companies 
were 
the 
chief features of the measure as re­ 
ported to the house by tile committee 
on interstate and foreign commerce 
that were stricken out by the house, j 
In other respects the provisions of the 
measure, as drafted by Attorney Gen­ 
eral Wickersham at the instigation of 
President Taft and later amended In 
committee, were hut slightly changed 
dining its passage through the house. | 
The sections to provide for the crea- 1 
tlon of a commerce court were retain 
ed with hut a few amendments 
as 
were the paragraphs placing limlta- • 
tions upon issues of stock. 
Beat Bill Ever Passed." 
* It is the hest hill ever passed by 
the house," said Mr. Matin, oi Illinois 
in charge of the measure immediately • 
uft**r Its passage. 
After voting on amendments came a 
motion to recommit the hill This was , 
defeated by a vote of 157 to 15$. 
The hill was promptly placed be­ 
fore the house for final action upon 
various 
amendments that had been 
voted upon when the measure was 
under consideration In the committee 
of the whole. 
The previous question upon the en 
tire measure being ordered. Mr Maim 
offered an amendment for the re In­ 
sertion of scstion 12. authorizing the 
purchase by railroads of the stock of 
noncompeting 
transportation 
com­ 
panies. Mr 
l.iann explained that as 
presented by him the amendment was 
precisely as agreed to In the commit­ 
tee of the whole before being stricken 
out. 
By a vote of 1(59 to I fin the house 
defeated the amendment. 
This Mann amendment is what has 
come to be known as “the merger sec­ 
tion ” 
On a roll call the bill was then 
adopted by a vote of 2<N* to 12fi. The 
announcement of the vole bv Hp#*aker 
Cannon was greeted with applause by 
the Republicans. 
The railroad hill, as It was adopted 
bv the house. Is different in some ma 
terial respects from the measure as 
originally drafted by the attorney gen 
eral. and is also different from the 
bill as It was reported to the house 
from the committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce 
Commerce Court 3aved. 
The chief feature which Is retained 
in the hill as prepared by Mr Wicker 
sham and for which the president and 
the administration leaders have con 
tended. Is the provision for the estub 
lishmeiit of the court of commerce. All 
efforts to strike this provision from 
the measure and the movement to re 
<*ommlt the hill to the committee with 
Instructions to eliminate this feature, 
were defeated. 
There Is also contained In the bill 
as originally drawn the provision for 
having the decision* of the commission 
defended in court by the department 
of Justice This was objected to by the 
insurgents, 
who contended

would weaken the powers of the coni 
mission, hut Is kept in the hill The 
capitalization

lions IS, 14 and 15. are also retained. 
By an amendment th e house st m c I 
out of the present interstate corn 
raerce law the words "under similar 
circumstances and conditions" in ret 
erence to the long and short haul pro 
vision This language has been ccm 
steered as the* "joker" in existing law 
and which has e tabled the railroads to 
charge more for short than for longer 
hauls over the sam** routes and lines 
In the same direction. 
The advocates 
of this amendment believe that It will 
elininate 
railroad 
discrimination 
against Inland loc alities and In favor 
of seaboard towns 
The house also added an amend 
tnent providing for the physical val na 
tlon of railroads and railroad property. 
This Is an insurgent proposition, hut 
was offered in the house by Repmsen 
tative Madden a regular, and support­ 
ed by nine *-egulars. all the insurgents 
and the Democrats It Is not contained 
In the original draff of the bill nor In 
the senate measure 
The house also added an amendment 
which makes telegraph and telephone 
lines common carriers
